New Down’s Syndrome tests 
for mums-to-be at Southend 


By Karen Davis 


REVOLUTIONARY new tests are 
available at Southend Hospital offering 
pregnant women extra information 
about their unborn babies. 

The Nuchal test is an ultrasound scan 
available on the NHS between weeks 
11 and 14 of pregnancy. 

It gives parents an early indication of 
Down’s Syndrome by measuring the 
thickness at the back of the growing 
baby’s neck. 

The test is in addition to the detailed 
scan for structural abnormalities given 
at week 20 of pregnancy. 

As the Nuchal test is conducted earli¬ 
er, women receiving a positive result 


from their screening test for Down’s 
have more time to assimilate the infor¬ 
mation and plan ahead. 

Dr Andrea Atherton, director of pub¬ 
lic health at NHS South East Essex 
which funds the service, said: “We are 
delighted to offer the Nuchal test to all 
mums-to-be. 

“This early screening means we can 
offer the woman the right kind of sup¬ 
port, whatever decision she reaches.” 

Mandy Waller, Southend University 
Hospital’s antenatal and new-born 
screening coordinator, said: “This early 
screening test for Down’s Syndrome 
has been received very positively by 
our women. We have already done 
more than 1,000 scans.” 


However, Ms Waller stressed that the 
test could only screen women who 
were more at risk of having a Down’s 
baby. If they and their partners wished, 
they could then be referred to a spe¬ 
cialist fetal medicine unit for prenatal 
diagnosis. 

Any pregnant woman who does not 
register with the hospital in time for the 
screening will still be offered the 
‘quad’ test at 15 to 20 weeks. 

The hospital has been working close¬ 
ly with the world’s leading expert in 
prenatal care, Prof Kypros Nicolaides, 
at the Fetal Medicine Foundation in 
London and skilled clinical fellows 
from the Foundation travel to Southend 
on a regular basis to perform the scan, 


which takes approximately 30 minutes. 

Liz Glenister, Southend University 
Hospital’s head of midwifery and 
gynaecology, said: “We have enough 
screening slots for all women who want 
the test. 

“The Nuchal test, in conjunction with 
the blood test taken at the same time, 
forms the gold standard for Down’s 
screening. Eventually, our own sonog- 
raphers will be trained to do the scan 
themselves.” 

Ms Waller urged all pregnant women 
to access the maternity services at the 
earliest opportunity - preferably before 
the 10th week of pregnancy - either via 
their GP or by calling the women’s clin¬ 
ic at the hospital on 01702 385162.

I WRITE with regards to local 
aircraft flights. We have report¬ 
ed before comments on the 
high level of aircraft flights 
over our area. Please see below 
comments on this I have 
received: 

“Since last year, I have been 
observing the flights of aircraft. 
Did you know that since 
November 2008 our skies in 
Havering has not been clear of 
at least one airplane? And I 
challenge anyone to tell me 


otherwise. These are mainly 
main airport flights and not 
those of the London City 
Airport, which are intermittent 
but fly right over our area fly¬ 
ing west to east, and are fairly 
low and noisy. 

Many of us have also been hit 
with a ‘Double Whammy’, first 
we have to tolerate the noise 
from the M25 and secondly the 
noise from these airplanes that 
are going over all the time. As 
one starts to leave another 
appears. I have counted nine all 
at once in our skies; I would 
say the worst time is between 
11am to 2pm. 

I give you an idea of my 
observations of how many 
planes are in our skies at one 
time daily: 

1 plane 100 per cent 

2 planes 80 per cent 

3-4 planes 60 per cent 

This is not counting the 

London City flights or local 
light aircraft that also use our 
skies. 

It makes me wonder how 
much pollution is being 
pumped into the atmosphere 
and what it is doing to our 
health and environment. Why? 

Because sometime in the 70s 
it was printed how concerned 
people were because of the 
amount of people that had a 
high lead count in their blood. 

It was not dangerous, but 
enough to cause concern. 

Stacking of aircraft was the 
suspicion. Do you remember? 

The other point I wish to 
make. Why is it that these 
planes are allowed to fly at 
heights so leaving vapour trails 
that obscure the sun. Surely 


after bad weather we are enti¬ 
tled to the sun? There has been 
many a day when we have only 
a hazy sun due to these vapour 
trails. The last being July 4. 

Something must be done to 
stop this ‘free for all’ in the sky, 
for the sake of the people and 
environment.”

Spirits were 
strong at 
smock mill 

RECENTLY, I paid a visit to 
an old smock mill in 
Upminster which is over 200 
years old. 

I deliberately didn’t read up 
on any of the history before 
my visit and was delighted to 
have much of the information 
I had picked up confirmed by 
one of the guides afterwards.

He still 
lingered around to look after 
his shop that is no longer 
there. 

The guide handed me a piece 
of wood from the original 
steps to the mill to hold. It felt 
warm and loved. I was reluc¬ 
tant to let it go!

Q. I have only been on the market a couple 
of days, I’ve had one viewing and they 
have made an offer. Does this mean my 
property was undervalued? 

A. I can understand why you might think so. 

In fact, you probably won’t be surprised to 
learn that this is one of the commonest issues 
that people raise. Which is interesting, when you think about it. After all, if 
something is offered for sale - particularly given the current state of things - 
and it’s snapped up straight away, then it would normally be reasonable to 
assume that the seller would be absolutely delighted! But instead - this being 
the property market, and human nature being what it is - it’s immediately 
tempting to believe that we could all have got a higher price. 

And of course, that may be true, even with the way the market is at the 
moment - although to be frank it’s pretty unlikely. But in any case, that does 
not necessarily mean that your agent has somehow been at fault. After all, the 
whole point of pitching the asking price at a particular level is to attract buyers 
- not drive them away! Besides, it is generally accepted that most properties 
attract the maximum amount of buyer interest during their first 2 weeks on the 
market. Finally, let’s not lose sight of the fact that you are under no obligation 
whatsoever to accept this - or any other - offer. 

Taking all this into consideration, I would suggest that your agent has actually 
done a pretty good job - not only with the valuation, but by skillfully filtering 
your potential buyer from his or her existing mailing list, and knowing that they 
were looking for a property like yours. 

The real key question here is, how close is the offer to your asking price? Use 
the fact that this is the first viewing to play hard ball. Perhaps ask your agent 
to negotiate and/or clarify the buyer’s bona tides. And don’t agree to take your 
home off the market immediately. You don’t have to do so, as long as you 
make your intentions clear, and it’s always possible that this buyer may 
disappear back into the woodwork just as quickly as he or she popped out. 
But at the same time, be careful - you don’t want to drive this buyer away, 
because in the current climate they might just be the only one you get.

Outdoor exercising 


LIZ WADE and her two boys let off some steam on their 
visit to Raphael Park and Lodge Farm Park in Romford 



I T’S been years since I’ve visit¬ 
ed Raphael Park in Romford 
so I thought I’d make a return 
trip to show the boys its beauti¬ 
ful lake and let them enjoy its 
ample open space. 

I had remembered the park 
stretching from one side of Main 
Road to the other, but had never 
realised they were actually two 
different parks - Raphael Park 
and Lodge Farm Park. 

The larger park, Raphael Park, 
has a very large lake which is 
lovely to walk along and is home 
to swans and ducks including 
great crested grebe and tufted 
ducks, who are always happy to 
gobble up a loaf of bread, much 
to the delight of the children 
feeding them. 

The lake, which has two 
islands covered in woodland, 
attracts a large number of visi¬ 
tors every year including anglers 
who spend hours on its banks. 

The land of Raphael Park was 
originally part of Gidea Hall, 
which was built in the 15th cen¬ 
tury. The estate changed hands 
many times until it was sold for 
development in 1893, before 
being resold to sir Herbert 
Raphael, a barrister and Liberal 
MP for South Derbyshire in 
1897. 

Mr Raphael gave some of the 
land to the Romford Urban 
District Council in 1902 for use 
as a public park and Raphael 
Park opened in 1904. 

The park offers ample space 
for the kids to run around in, 
play football or ride bikes, and 
there is a cafe near the lake 
which is open throughout the 
week and weekend during the 
summer months, as well as 


every weekend over the winter, 
serving hot and cold snacks, as 
well as drinks and ice creams 
for the kids. 

There is also a children’s play 
area to keep the kids amused, 
which is due to replaced by a 
new one later in the year, and a 
number of tennis courts belong¬ 
ing to Raphael Park Tennis Club, 
which runs a pay and play 
scheme for both members and 
non members. 

Its bandstand is home to per¬ 
formances during the summer 
and its Rockery Performance 
area is used by the Romford 
Summer Theatre Company dur¬ 
ing the middle two weeks of 
June when they give six perfor¬ 
mances of a Shakespeare play. 

After exploring Raphael Park, 
we crossed Main Road and 
entered Lodge Farm Park where 
we found a Legacy Gym, which 
has amazing pieces of fitness 
equipment designed for kids. 

I had never seen one before 
and thought it was a brilliant 
idea, as it’s a great way to keep 
older kids amused, while their 
younger siblings burn off some 
steam in Lodge Farm Park’s 
children’s play area. 

The boys informed me they 
had already seen a Legacy Gym 
in another park while out with 
their nan, so they showed me 
how the equipment worked. 

The Legacy Gym promotes the 
idea that 30 minutes of exercise 
five times a week helps you stay 
fit and healthy and avoid ill 
health, and it encourages young 
visitors to use the equipment to 
build some of that exercise into 
their daily routine - for free. 

The gym has several pieces of 


equipment set out in different 
zones including The Cardio 
Zone, The Tone Zone and the 
Chill Out Zone. 

The Cardio Zone is designed 
for sustained activity which 
helps to develop the function of 
the heart and lungs. 

The Tone Zone helps improve 
joint control, strength and 
power, posture and stability, 


while helping with muscle defini¬ 
tion and overall tone, and the 
Chill Out Zone includes equip¬ 
ment which help you warm up 
and cool down after a workout. 

Both Joseph and Joshua 
spent ages on the equipment at 
the Legacy Gym, and really liked 
the open space of Raphael 
Park, so a combined visit to 
both parks was a great idea.

Volkswagen’s sixth sense with Golf

A N UPMARKET interior, some 
advanced engine technology 
and a host of technological 
innovations make the sixth genera¬ 
tion Volkswagen Golf a formidable 
presence in the family hatch sector. 
Retaining the best bits of the outgo¬ 
ing model, it moves the Golf game 
on yet again. 

Most people who’ve driven it are of 
the opinion that the 
fifth generation ver¬ 
sion of the 
Volkswagen Golf is 
a very good car. 

Very good, however, 
is not quite good 
enough for 
Volkswagen and the 
marque is seeking 
to up its game 
another few notch¬ 
es with the sixth 
generation of its leg¬ 
endary hatchback. 

It has been said that the fully-inde- 
pendent suspension system on the 
MKV Golf was the cause of its prob¬ 
lems. The advanced system worked 
like a charm but the costs of devel¬ 
oping and manufacturing it necessi¬ 
tated the cutting of corners in other 
areas, notably the cabin quality. The 
MkVI Golf retains the clever under¬ 
pinnings of the MkV but increases 
levels of perceived quality to reassert 
its position at the plusher end of the 
family hatch class. 

Under the bonnet, customers have 
a choice of five petrol and four diesel 
engines. Petrol units are a 1.4-litre

with 80 PS or a 1.6-litre with 102 PS, 
plus 1.4-litre TSI powerplants with 
122 or 160 PS and the 2.0-litre TSI 
from the GTI. The TSI units utilise a 
turbocharger, and in some cases a 
supercharger as well, to produce a 
smooth flow of power across a wide 
section of the rev-range. Want a 
diesel? There are a couple of 2.0-litre 
common rail diesels offering power 
outputs of 140 or 170 PS. Further 
down the range, the 1.6-litre oil-burn¬ 
er is available with 90 
or 105PS. A number 
of options are avail¬ 
able on the Golf for 
the first time, including 
Volkswagen’s 
Adaptive Chassis 
Control (ACC) which 
allows the driver to 
select from normal, 
comfort or sport 
modes to define the 
desired suspension, 
steering and accelera¬ 
tor response settings 
for any particular journey. ParkAssist, 
which takes over steering inputs to 
facilitate parallel parking manoeuvres, 
is also available as an option. 

Riding on the same underpinnings 
as the MkV Golf, you won’t be 
expecting the MkVI model’s road¬ 
going performance to be anything 
other than highly polished. It uses a 
combination of MacPherson struts at 
the front wheels and four-link sus¬ 
pension at the rear promising to repli¬ 
cate the supple ride and adroit han¬ 
dling of its predecessor. The elec¬ 
tro/mechanical steering system is 
also carried over, enabling an 11 m 


turning circle. Power is fed to the 
wheels through a standard six-speed 
manual gearbox, but the fast-shifting 
seven-speed DSG twin clutch gear¬ 
box is also available. 

Volkswagen was never about to 
break with tradition where the Golf’s 
styling was concerned. A clear 
design lineage can be traced back to 
the original Golf circa 1974 and 
breaking that in favour of some bold 
new styling direction would have 
been completely out of character for 
the German marque. 

It’s the interior, though, where the 
most obvious alterations have been 
made. Quality soft-touch plastics are 
everywhere and virtually every avail¬ 
able button or dial gets its own 
chrome border. The instruments that 
used to illuminate in blue are now 
bright white but the overall shape of 
the dash is similar to that in the MkV 
Golf. There’s a big step forward in 
terms of refinement however, thanks 
to a completely new design of door 
and window seals, a new damping 
film that supports the windscreen 
and a new engine mounting 
system. 

This Golf is available in 
five trim levels - S, SE, GT, 

GTD and GTI - but there 
are also fuel efficient 
BlueMotion models to 
consider based on the 
1.6 TDI engine. All mod¬ 
els boast a high level of 
standard specification. 

The S has, among a num¬ 
ber of features, ABS and 
ESP (Electronic Stabilisation 
Programme), seven airbags, remote 


central locking, Climatic air condition¬ 
ing, a CD/radio, plus body-coloured 
bumpers, door handles and electri¬ 
cally heated and adjustable door mir¬ 
rors. 

Moving to SE trim adds an uprated 
stereo with eight speakers and an 
MDI (multi-device interface) for con¬ 
nection to external multimedia 
sources such as an iPod, then there 
are 16-inch alloy wheels, cruise con¬ 
trol and a coming/leaving home light¬ 
ing function, as well as rain and dusk 
sensors. GT buyers will benefit from 
sports suspension (lowered by 
around 15 mm), sports seats with 
Alcantara trim, front fog lights and a 
multifunction steering wheel, plus 17- 
inch alloys. 

The Golf’s key rivals include the 
likes of Ford’s Focus, Peugeot’s 308 
and Honda’s Civic, 
cars that have 
relentlessly^ 
hunted 


down the MkV Golf over recent 
years. These models have narrowed 
the advantage that the Volkswagen 
held with improved quality and plush¬ 
er interiors of their own but the MkVI 
Golf is aiming to jump ahead once 
more. 

The sixth generation Volkswagen 
Golf isn’t the giant leap forward that 
some of the other iterations have 
been but then, it didn’t really need to 
be. The car is a thorough and far- 
reaching facelift of the previous gen¬ 
eration model, retaining the highly 
adept chassis but making significant 
improvements in virtually every other 
area. The revised interior is the most 
noteworthy of these as it addresses 
the one area where the previous 
model came in for sustained criti¬ 
cism. With its high quality image 

restored, the Golf 
will take 
some 
beating.

W ITH over 30 billion 

beeps hooted a year - 
many of them inappro¬ 
priately -car horns are apparent¬ 
ly driving us Brits beeping mad. 

Over 90 per cent of motorists 
regularly violate the Highway 
Code by using their car horn 
inappropriately. 

Despite the traditional British 
reputation for impeccable man¬ 
ners, the sound of a car horn lit¬ 
erally causes good behaviour to 
go ‘out of the window’ as more 
than one in ten (13 per cent) of 
motorists questioned in a recent 
survey admitted to aggressive 
behaviour as the result of a 
blown horn. 

Over one million drivers (five 
per cent) even slowed down or 
hit the brakes when they were 
hooted at, causing potential 
danger on the roads. 

Of the 1,000 motorists ques¬ 
tioned by esure car insurance, 
over 70 per cent said that the 
main reason for using their horn 
was ‘impolite’ driving by others 
on the road. The top road 
offences include: 


* Trying to push into a queue 
at the last minute (24 per cent) 

* Taking a disabled person’s 
parking spot when not disabled 
(23 per cent) 

* Pulling out in front of a fellow 
motorist (19 per cent) 

* Not indicating when over¬ 
taking or turning (19 per cent) 

Over a third of motorists (37 
per cent) become ‘angry’ when 
another driver questions their 
competence by beeping their 
horn, and a further 30 per cent 
admitted that they felt ‘stressed’ 
when hooted at. 

However, most worryingly, a 
massive 75 per cent of the 
motorists questioned believe 
that the sound of the car horn 
can contribute to road rage. 

To help reduce the stress 
caused from the noise of car 
horns, 44 per cent of motorists 
thought that having a two-tier 
horn, with both the conventional 
horn sound and a less aggres¬ 
sive tone, would alert drivers of 
the vehicle’s presence without 
causing negative feelings of 
stress or anger.

Champion, Mark Fitchfield - was 


able to take another comfortable 
win. 

Robert’s triumph also helped 
him to close the gap on the current 


points-leader, Ben Cooper, who 
had been forced to retire after a 
collision. Furthermore, with 
Cooper feeling the effects of acute 
tonsillitis and unable to start the 
second race, Foster-Jones knew 
that he could blow the champi¬ 
onship wide open if he won again. 

Once again, he brushed aside 
the opening lap challenges and 
powered to his third victory of the 
season in the sport’s premier cate¬ 
gory, KF1. 

“I’ve closed the gap down to 
eleven points, and with that sort of 
form I think I have a great chance 
of taking it to the wire,” Robert 
said. “It’s going to be very interest¬ 
ing and the title is definitely a pos¬ 
sibility, but I’m one of four who 
could now win.” 

The conclusion of this fascinat¬ 
ing championship will take place 
at Fulbeck in Fincolnshire on 
October 17 and 18.

Stacey’s team-mate Greg Smith suffered prob¬ 
lems as he battles in the Pre 1962 class on a Tri¬ 
umph T110. The 31-year-old from Southend suf¬ 
fered misfire problems, meaning he has dropped 
to third, two points behind place.
